The city of London has three smal! rivers, besides the Thames

fully conserved. Sewage and rubbish are kept out of them, and 
the Londoner has the pleasure of rambling or fishing along these 
streams. In most of the European countries, emall rivers and 
Streams are valued for their natural! beauty, and wherever they 
enter cities, legal bare are sat up against their defilement. 

* Why not set apart « strip along the Des Peres, wherever it can 
be obtained, for a park and driveway, improving and cleansing 
the stream and throwing rustic bridges across it? To turn it 
into a sewer will not be eary, as this stream its the natural drain 
for a large area of country.« It might be cheaper to maintain 
it as an open waterway.

PASSENGERS FLED IN PANIC 


PASSENGERS SAY CAR CRASHED 
INTO ONE AHEAD 


In Mad Scramble to Save Themselves 
Passengers in Front Coach 
Leaped From Front Plat- 
form and Land in 
Heaps on the 
Ground. 


By the explosion in the controller box of 
Delmar car No. 1821 at 2:45 o'tlock Friday 
afternoon between Lake avenue end Union 
beulevard, as reported in iate edi.ions of 
the Post-Dispatch, four passengers were in- 
gured and severa! others suffered from 
shock. 

At the polat where the accident occurred 
the Delmar tracks make a wide curve up 
grade. In front of the Delmar car one of 
the Olive street line was slowly climbing 
the ascent. 

T. J. Tindell, motorman of the Delmar 
ear, seeing the other in front of him, re- 
versed his lever in order to keep a safe dis- 
tance from it. Suddenly there was an ex- 
plosion in the controller ».ox, from which 
there came a burst of flame and smoke. 
Tindell was hurled backward tntu the car. 
which darted forward at high speed. 

The paseengers in tha car became in- 
etantly panic-stricken. The women 
screamed and men shouted and rushed for 
the platform and windows to escape, am!i-1 
a shower of bri ken glass. 


Warned Passengers 
to Save Themselves. 

The Olive street car. No. 838, in front was 
closed. Conductor L. E. Warren, on the 
rear platform, heard the explosion and, 
looking back, saw the Delmar car coming 
toward him swiftiy, with no one to con- 
trol it. 

Passengers say the two cars crashed to- 
gether, the conductor of the Olive atreet 
car shouting to his passengers to save 
themselves. General Superintendent Grant 
of the transit company denies that there 
was any collision 

“The cars were a hundred yards apart,’ 
he said to the Post-Dispatch. The passen- 
gers were injured not by any collision, but 
by becoming frightened when the con- 
troller blew up and stampeding to get off. 
I do not know what caused the explosion 
of the controller box. There was no cur- 
rent on at the time.” 

At any rate, the passengers struggled to 
get out of the car through doors and win- 
dows. 

There was a jam at the front platform, 
and three women who were caught in it 
landed with the others, In a heap, on the 
ground and were severely injured.
